Dear CSA Coordinators, FAPT members and providers of Medicaid mental health services to children:

Next month, the Department of Medical Assistance Services will conduct statewide Seminars to local CSA teams
on the procedures for using Medicaid in the reimbursement of Residential Psychiatric Treatment (RTF) and Treatment
Foster Care Case Management (TFC).

Directions to the Training Sites

CENTRAL RAPPAHANNOCK REGIONAL LIBRARY
From 1-95, exit at 130A, Route 3 East. Go 1.6 miles and take a left onto William Street. After 1.3 miles, take a
left onto Caroline Street (1-way). The Library is on the right 2 blocks down.

JOHNSTON-WILLIS HOSPITAL
From the North OR from I-64, take 1-95 South to 195 South (Downtown Expressway) to Powhite Parkway
(Route 76). Continue on Powhite (there are two $ .50 tolls) to the Route 60 West (Midlothian Turnpike) Exit.
From the South (Petersburg), take 1-95 North to Route 288 North. Follow signs to Route 76 North (toll), also
called Powhite Parkway North. Continue on Powhite to the Midlothian Turnpike Exit (US-60). Turn right and
proceed on Midlothian Turnpike approximately three to four miles. Hospital will be on the right. Look for the
blue “H” sign.

PENINSULA HEALTH CENTER AT NEWPORT NEWS HEALTH DEPARTMENT
64E to Newport News. Take J. Clyde Morris Blvd. South exit. Follow this approximately 3 miles (you will cross
an overpass). Immediately after the overpass, you will see Riverside Regional Medical Center on the left-hand
side. The Health Dept. is next to the hospital (sign reads Peninsula Health Center. DO NOT TURN AT THE
HEALTH DEPT OR HOSPITAL ENTRANCE. In order to access parking, you will need to continue to stoplight
and make a U-turn. You will see an entrance to a vacant lot on the right-hand side next to the Health Dept.
Park on this field.

ROANOKE CENTRAL LIBRARY
From 1-581, take Exit 6 (EIm Street). Turn west on ElIm. Go two short blocks to Jefferson Street. Turn right
onto Jefferson. The Library is in the first block on the right. You will probably have to pay for parking in the lot
on the left-hand side of the street, or find on-the-street parking.
